It has often 
been supposed that the letters stood 
for the appeal, “Save Our Ship,” or 
even, “Save Our Souls;” but the 
Communiration Office states that this 
is not the ease. These three letters 
were sclected as distress signals by 
the International Radio © Telegraph 
Conference at London in 1912 because 
the combination of dots and dashes! 
is so simple and characteristic that 
even the most inexperienced radio 
operator would have little difficulty 
in sending or detecting them.-—Navy
